Cutting Trees by Wire 

A new method of felling trees by 
the friction of a steel wire, which 
Is able to Work its way through a 20. 
inch tree in about six minutes, is put- 
ting the axeman out of business in 
the forests of Germany. 

The wire is drawn rapidly about 
rhe tree and tho heat generated by 
the friction is sufficient to burn a thin 
earbonized kerf, which ts both 
smoothers and cleaner than the cut of 
a saw, The charcoal layer adhering 
to the trunk is extremely thin, and 
allows the structure and any disease 
of the wood to be distinctly recog- 
nized, It enables the tree to be 
marked with chalk, and at the same 
time serves to preserve any trunks 
that may be left temporarily in the 
woods. There are many adVantages 
fn this method, notably in waste, de- 
creased labor, absence of all appar- 
ates usually required, and the machine 
can be used fn close quarters not suf- 
ficient for men choppers. 

lf the new German plan should be- 
come general and the trees be cut off 
close ‘to the ground, it would mean 
the saving of a great amount of lum- 
ber that is now wasted.—Portland

STARTLING PREDICTION 


Ramsay Thinks Coal 
Miners May Soon be Unne- 
cessary 


Sir William Ramsay, the eminent 
solentist, in a speech at the -epentag 
of the International Smoke Abatement 
Exhibition at the Agricultural Hall, 
made the startling prediction that we 


might be able in the futur 
without coal miners, se a 


Explaining how, he pointed out that 
sa t was mined by introducing water 
down the shafts of the salt mines, 
the water being Pumped back in the 
shape of brine and the salt recover- 
ed by evaporation. He had carefully 
considered the coal industry from this 
Standpoint, and had seriously come 
to the conclusion that no coal need 
be burnt for ordinary purposes. The 
ideal state of things would be to have 
the retorts In the bowels of the earth. 
What was to hinder the coal being 
left where it was? he asked, 


The gas might be obtained by pass- 
ing down the boring, the necessary 
air to produce partial combustion. In 
this: way water-gas, which was a mix- 
ture cf carbonic oxide and hLydogen, 
could be produced. This would rise 
to the surface of its own accord and 
could then be employed for every pur- 
pose for which coal gas is used. Sir 
William Ramsay added that electric: 
ity might be distributed where it was 
needed at such very small cost that 
it could be used for heating. At 
present it was expensive but there 
Was no reason why in future it should 
not cost one-hundred@h part of a pen- 
ny per unit . 

Later, as one of the guests of the 
Institute of Printers and Kindred 
Trades at their annual dinner, Sir 
William made the highly interesting 
statement that he had beer. in com- 
munication with a certain colliery 
proprietor, who had decided to give 
him an opportunity of making the ex- 
periment he had suggested. The ex- 
perlment would be on a small scale; 
but, if it proved successful, it would 
be- large enough to light a candle 
which, in the words of Bishop Ridley 
would not be put out in our time.

HEALTH IN THE FARM HOME. 
Written Expressly for DOry-Farming 
by Mise Sarah P. Detweiler, D.O., 
Lethbridge, Alberta. 
The old adage “an ounce of preven- 
tion is worth a pound of cure” is 


Verified on the subject of health. Two 
of the most inexpensive means to be 


used toward this end are fresh air |: 


and proper digestion. 

Residents of the country sometimes 
get the idea that because their work 
frequently takes them out doors for 
a few moments at a time, they do 
not require to attend to the ventila- 
tion of the house, but this is not the 
case. Never negiect to get a good 
circulation of fresh air through the 
rooms you live in three or four times 
a day, and by all means have the 
‘sleeping rooms well ventilated—win- 
dows wide open in the summer and 
always part way open in cold weath- 
er. Those individuals who are 
afraid of fresh air in their steeping 
rooms deprive themselves of the very 
first principie of health. Have fresh 
air, but avoid draughts. If you have 
two windows, have both open; if but 
one window, open it and leave the 
door ajar, being erreful to place the 
bed where there will be no draught. 
But should you be so situated that you 
cannot leave the door open, then 
open the window from both top and 
bottom, as this will assure a better 
circulation of air, A hundred times 
rather spend a little more on fuel if 
hecessary than have doctor bills to 
pay. You should consider it a mis- 
demeanor for any of your family to 
sleep in a tightly closed room. 

If your house has a verandah, make 
a living room out o7 it for the sum- 
mer; if no verandah, put down a 
wooden floor or a-few old rugs on the 
ground at a convenient and shady 
place outside the house and_ practi- 
cally live there. You can do your 
sewing, mending, washing, preparing 
of vegetables, and even washing of 
| dishes there. It may require a few 
more steps to carry things out, but 
it will also save much of clearing up 
in the house, and the improvement in 
health will repay you 20-fold. 

But in this out-door living room you 
must have a screen fitted over a 
frame which will rest on a table or 
other flat surface under which you 
can placo any vegetables, fruits, ete. 
that you may wish to leave set for a 
time, to prevent flies from lighting 
jon the sane. Shun the fly as you 
would your worst enemy, as it is a 
disease carrier. I wish to mention
